REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


The school board of Swanzey would respectfully submit a 
brief report of the spring and summer schools, with such par- 
ticulars concerning them as the law requires, giving such 
other information as they deem essential and of interest to the 
people of the town. 

In accordance with an act of the legislature, in amendment 
of chapter 92 of the Public Statutes, our school year begins 
with the fall term. The next annual report will include the 
new year commencing August 1. School boards are now 
required by law to file with the selectmen, the reports of their 
respective districts, on or before the first day of August in each 
year. Our statistical report was duly completed at that time, 
August 1, and a copy sent to the superintendent of public 
instruction. 

There will be found appended to this report a table so 
arranged as to give the names of the teachers who taught in the 
summer, with the usual items of school statistics as required. 

For information in regard to the amount of school funds 
received, and disbursements for the three terms included, and 
other desirable information, you are referred to the itemized 
report of the school treasurer which is for the year ending 
February 15. 

The whole number of registered scholars attending the 
summer term was 303. ‘This was four less than attended the 
corresponding term the year before. ‘The agents of the school 
board who were appointed to make the required enumeration 
of the children of the town in April, under the new law, 
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reported 159 boys and 169 girls between the ages of five and 
sixteen. It is worthy of note that none were reported under 
sixteen as working who could not read and write in the Eng- 
lish language. There were 200 reported between ten and 
twelve as working during vacation, and two between twelve 
and fourteen, and four between fourteen and sixteen, as work- 
ing while school was in session. 

It appears from the above report that there is still need of 
a truant officer, to remind certain parents, and those having 
children in charge, of the law requiring them to give these 
children the schooling which belongs to them, and if necessary 
to enforce the law. 

The summer schools were continued in charge of the same 
teachers as taught them the term before, with the exceptions 
of Nos. 1, 5 and 8, where a change in each took place. The 
teacher who formerly taught in No. 5, on account of her wish 
for a change, was transferred to No. 8. 

We are gratified to be able to report so many good schools, 
some of which have been excellent ones. In opinion of the 
school board there has been but very little reason for com- 
plaint in regard to the efficiency or faithfulness of our teachers, 
or their partiality. They have generally been found worthy 
of the confidence of parents, and the respect of scholars; and 
they have well earned the credit which we award them. 

The remarks occasionally heard that ‘‘I don’t like the 
teacher,” ‘‘she is cross,’’and ‘‘she is partial,” have very little 
weight or influence with us when it comes from over-sensitive 
or disaffected pupils who failed to have their own way at 
school, and who have no respect for good order, or what is 
right and correct in deportment. 

The difficulty, now and then, of a teacher in managing 
certain scholars and not succeeding better in keeping good 
order, is often on account of a lack of parental cooperation, or 
a misunderstanding between teacher and parent. We believe 
that our schools might be made better and the teachers more 
successful in their work if parents would visit their schools 
oftener and give the proper assistance and encouragement to 


oe, 


the teacher. Parents would then know better how their chil- 
dren did at school and how they there improved the time. 

It has been customary to report at the annual town meet- 
ing or school meeting in March, concerning the condition of 
our school houses and what repairs may be needed within the 
ensuing year. ‘The financial report will show how much has 
been expended the past year for that purpose, and where the 
repairs have been made. Although most of the houses are in 
very fair condition, a few of them will need some repairs. 
Something should be done to the school house in No. 5. 
Complaint has been made in regard to the bad sanitary condi- 
tions connected with it. ‘T’o remedy the fault it has been sug- 
gested that an addition be made, either separate or connected 
with the house, and that the wood-shed be converted into an 
ante-room. Similar complaints have been made about No. 7 
and No. 8. 

The floor to the wood-shed part of No. 7 is settling, and 
should be repaired before more wood is put into it. 

The house at Swanzey Factory, shows that it has not been 
very well kept. Too much window glass is broken out here ; 
but it appears to be done not altogether by those attending 
school. ‘This has given more than one school’s share of busi- 
ness to elazzers and glass factories. 

We are in favor of keeping our school houses in repair, 
knowing that we cannot afford to let them run down as prop- 
erty of the town, so long as they are used for school purposes ; 
and we believe our school rooms should be made pleasant, 
and as comfortable as possible and attractive so that our young 
people may enjoy attending school. 

Since our former report, No. 11 has been much improved 
by painting the outside, and varnishing and otherwise improv- 
ing the inside. The house at Westport has also been 
shingled. 

Only one change has been made in text books. Tarbell’s 
Lessons in Language have been introduced in place of Reed 
and Kellogg’s. The change has gratified the teachers very 
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much and resulted in awakening a new interest in the study of 
the English language and composition. 

A few New Normal Fifth Readers and some of Harper’s 
Third and Fourth have been put into our schools as supple- 
mentary, and with goods results already. We have also been 
making trial of Frye’s Primary Geography. A few new 
studies have been introduced for some of the higher classes, a 
report of which may be expected at the end of the school 
year. 

In some schools the text books have been badly used, 
while in other schools they have been well kept. This differ- 
ence is owing somewhat to the difference in the care of the 
teachers as well as in the habits of the scholars. Writing 
names or making other marks in the school books owned by 
the town is not to be allowed. ‘The printed regulations on 
the labels should be better enforced. 

Many of the text books are now so badly damaged, with 
their leaves gone, that they cannot be used another term, and 
a new supply will have to be purchased before the beginning 
of the next term. 

In addition to the studies during the summer term, required 
to be reported and not named in the statistical table, 21 schol- 
ars attended to book-keeping; 92 to vocal music, 5 to physical 
geography, 7 to natural history, 2 to rhetorics, and g to 
composition. 

We would suggest to all our teachers that they spend a lit- 
tle time each day in their schools on vocal music. In some 
schools it is not practiced at all, where a few years ago we 
heard good singing. 

Before making school appropriations for the ensuing year, 
the amount of schooling which is desired should be considered, 
and what will be the probable cost. The incidental expenses 
should be taken into account and the cost of conveyance of 
scholars to school, and the number of schools to be supported 
in town. 

It is proposed to employ only the dest teachers to be 
obtained for the salaries paid for the length of term. The town 
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can well afford to be liberal in what they do for their schools, 
in consideration that it is for the benefit of that younger class 
who are fast coming forward to fill vacancies continually 
occurring in business life. ‘To maintain good schools the town 
must provide the necessary means, and its citizens and friends 
of education must work together to raise these schools to as 
high a degree of excellence as possible.

13.—To see if the town will vote to make any change in 
the price now being paid the sexton, or act thereon. 
14.—To see if the town will vote to let the Grange have 
the use of the town house free or take any action thereon. 
15.—To see if the town will vote to allow a discount on all 
taxes paid before June rst, 1896,-and how much. 
16.—To see if the town will vote to build a pier under the 
covered bridge near C. R. Worcester’s, raise money therefor 
or act thereon. ‘ . .
